spread u se of stored blood nowaday s, both 
in civ il life and in the armies, is pretty well 
mix ing bloods.

And a home patient after a sev ere 
operation, or a wou nded soldier at the

The blood plasm is ‘merely rou gh 
bu ilding material for the body . 
Heredity 
is carried only in the “ genes” or body 
cells, which are not inv olv ed in the blood 
and not represented in

blood banks.

Leon Henderson, with a long and de­ 
serv ed 
repu tation

little fellow, got in the opposite corner Hie 
other day ov er deliv eries of gasoline. 
His 
decision, together with that of W a r Pro­ 
du ction Board mogu ls, probably means 
that a lot of little gas stations will go 
to the wall for good. 
What happened was that Oil Coordin­ 
ator lekes proposed continu ance of the 
present sy stem of deliv ering only 5 0 per­ 
cent of gas to all stations. Thu s if a filling 
station was bu y ing 
4,000 gallons a week 
normally , it wou ld get 2,000 gallons. 
lekes argu ed that this was the fairest 
sy stem for all concerned, that it was fav or­ 
ed by oil and gas men, that it shou ld con­ 
tinu e. 
Howev er, the WPB and Leon H ender­ 
son said no. 
Under Henderson’s new gas 
rationing plan, a filling station can bu y 
gas only according to the nu m ber of ra­ 
tioning cou pons it tu rns in. Thu s, the more 
rationing cou pons it collects, the more gas 
it can bu y . 
lekes contended that this wou ld mean 
cu tthroat price wars, with one station try ­ 
ing to take bu siness away from another. 
The filling station that had one of the big 
oil companies behind it wou ld hav e a bet­ 
ter chance of getting the bu siness, while 
the independent wou ld be ou t of lu ck and 
forced to close. 
Howev er, some of the WPB mogu ls a r­ 
gu ed that a lot of bu siness firms were go­ 
ing to close any way and some of the filling 
stations wou ld hav e to be among them.

especially designed to improv e 
community health. It is probably 
the most ex tensiv e social ex peri­ 
ment in 
health 
planning ev er 
made. 
It began in one county in Michi­ 
gan and the entire county was or­ 
ganized for the purpose of improv ­ 
ing the general health. Before em­ 
barking on this crusade the Board 
of Tru stees of the Foundation de­ 
cided that they would use its re­ 
sou rces mainly in the application 
of knowledge rather than in re­ 
search or relief. 
Research 
is of 
unquestioned 
v alue but support was already 
av ailable for many worthwhile 
projects. Relief is necessary but 
has come to be an accepted re­ 
sponsibility of the gov ernment. 
The important thing to do, in their 
judgment, was to tind way s aftd 
means to help the av erage citizen 
apply the knowledge that had al­ 
ready been won for him. 


Educating a Community 


This was a big undertaking: al! 
of the resources in the way of hos­ 
pitals, schools, churches and homes 
of the cou nty had to be utilized; 
all sorts of social serv ice workers, 
inclu ding school teachers, priests, 
and parents, had to be educated 
and especially educated to find out 
what the needs of the community 
were. 
It would hardly be possible to 
mention the indiv idual activ ities 
of the fou ndation in establishing 
their work. 
Of course, most of 
the work was concentrated on the 
health of the children. This began 
with ru ral maternity care and in­ 
clu ded the nutrition of children 


which meant that all the farmers 
and food handlers in the commu­ 
nity had to be conv inced that they 
should cooperate in order to pro­ 
v ide good, clean food. 
Immunizations 
Univ ersal protection against in­ 
fectious diseases was established 
which meant an intensiv e program 
of education. “ Of course Johnny 
will be immunized against diph­ 
theria on his nine months’ birth­ 
day ,” said casually by health work­ 
ers ov er and ov er again through 
the radio, the printing press and 
priv ate talks was found to be 
worth more than any amount of 
education. 
The wonder of the thing to me is 
that so many prejudices were ov er­ 
come. 
This includes prejudices 
held by the medical profession and 
nurses as well as by parents and 
teachers. I still get letters from 
stupid people with stories about 
soldiers who fall down after they 
hav e taken immunizations in the 
Army . None of the immunization 
testa taken in the Army can pos­ 
sibly be harmful, but the fools still 
think they are. 
But it is surprising how well 
the program has worked; so well 
in fact that a few y ears ago this 
community in Michigan agreed to 
pay a v oluntary tax to continue 
the w'ork. It inv olv es a great deal 
of trouble but the ex perience ap­ 
parently prov es tnat no trouble is 
too much to attain good health.

The steel industry has b een rapidly stepping up its 
production—from 67,000,000 tons in 1940 to a record- 
b reaking 83,000,000 tons in 1941. Production in 1942 
is already ahead of 1941, b ut we need to get production 
up to the industry ’s full capacity of 90,000,000 tons—£ 
total equal to the output of the rest of the world comb ined 
This volume of production cannot b e attained or in­ 
creased unless an additional 6,000,000 tons of scrap iron 
and steel is ob tained promptly . 
We are faced with the fact that some steel furnaces 
have b een allowed to cool down and that many of them 
are operating from day to day and hand to mouth, due 
only to the lack of scrap. 
The rub b er situation is also critical. In spite of the 
recent rub b er drive, there is a continuing need for large 
quantities of scrap rub b er. 
We are collecting every possib le pound ofscrap from 
the factories, arsenals and shipy ards; we are speeding up 
the flow of material from automob ile gravey ards; we 
are tearing up ab andoned railroad tracks and b ridges, 
b ut unless we dig out an additional 6,000,000 tons of 
steel and great quantities of rub b er, copper, b rass, zinc 
and tin, our b oy s may not get all the fighting weapons 
they need in time. 
Fortunately , the material exists in America’s great 
{‘mine ab ove the ground.*!

There is enough iron and steel on farms alone, if used 
with other materials, to make; 
Twice o s m any battleships as there 
are in the whole world today, or 


Enough 2000-pound bombs to drop 
three per minute from big bombers 
incessantly for more than three years. 


Locating and collecting this scrap is going to require a 
canvass of every house and every farm. Even o n e o ld 
sh o vel will h elp m a ke 4 h a n d g ren a d es.

We have set up the machinery for this, b ut it is not 
perfect. It is a prob lem that can b e licked only b y 
American resourcefulness, American organization ab ility , 
American muscle and American will to win.

We now have in every state a State Salvage Committee 
of volunteers working directly under the governor.

Under these state committees we have county com­ 
mittees and local committees. We have special industrial 
committees working with executives of plants in 421 
industrial centers. 
In rural communities we have the County War Boards. 
These committees can tell y ou the quickest way to 
get y our Junk into action. 
In b ehalf of the governor and the state committee 
we urge every committee to organize itself into a b and 
of “Salvage Commandos.’! 
You can either sell y our scrap to a Junk dealer or y ou 
can give it to a charity , which in turn will sell it to a 
Junk dealer who performs an im portant function b y 
sorting it, grading it, packing it and shipping it to the 
right place.
